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INTRODUCTORY. 

THE aim of the Conservatory is, and always has been, to instill 
in pupils a thirst for knowledge, an inclination for conscientious, 
thorough work, and by so doing to build up a broad musical educa- 
tion in the fullest sense of the term, not merely a superficial knowl- 
edge in any one branch. The success which has crowned its efforts 
is sufficient evidence that its standard of excellence has been fully 
maintained, and its achievements duly appreciated by the earnest 
student. 

The methods employed will warrant the most careful consid- 
eration, ,ajid special attention is called to the advantage to be. de- 
rived frtmi the system here pursued, bringing to the pupils the di- 
rect influence of a thoroughly competent faculty and surrounding 
them with that musical atmosphere so essential to rapid and suc- 
cessful progress. 



TO PARENTS 

It is a serious mistake, and one that has frequently been made, 
for parents to insist upon their children receiving musical instruc- 
tion at home, because they regard it as an accommodation. They 
might as well expect them to make satisfactory progress in their 
school studies by having the teacher call at the house once or twice 
a week. The .study of music is to-day as important as the study 
of mathematics, literature, and the sciences, and should be pursued 
in an equally efficacious manner. The old system of instruction 
from teachers who go from house to house, is now almost obsolete, 
and well it is, for such teachings cannot hope or be expected to ac- 
complish much in i.no production of musicians and players, for the 
lack of the proper conditions and appliances with which to develop 
the talents of the pupil. By the old system, teachers were com- 
pelled to work without the aid of needed facilities, in unbusiness- 
like places and ways, and the result could not be otherwise than 
the production of unbusiness-like, unmusical and unprofessional 
methods. 

Strassberger's' Conservatory of Music enjoys the distinction of 
being a school where the fundamental department receives the same 
careful and exacting attention as the finishing department. Many 
schools utilize cheap and inexperienced teachers, careless and un- 
certain methods with beginners; though it is a well-known fact 
that the success of a pupil depends upon the system of fundamental 
training pursued. A correct beginning will save years of needless 
toil and waste of money. Our system has won golden encomiums 
from press and'public, for its thoroughness and efficiency.

If such pupils ap- 
pear creditable several times in these recitals they will be admitted, 
to more advanced classes, playing in recitals for advanced pupils 
take place monthly, for which extra invitations are issued.

GRADUATING CLASS OF 1901 

An Immense Success at the Odeon 



An evening of well-performed classical music was enjoyed by a 
large audience at the Odeon June 18, 1901, the occasion being the 
graduating exercises of this Conservatory. The Odeon tus seidom 
held such a large audience as was gathered there, and a great many 
had to be satisfied with a standing place. The audience was as en- 
thusiastic as it was large, and the youthful performeis were lib- 
erally rewarded for their uniformly good work with applause and 
floral offerings. These latter were gathered, prior to the opening 
of the programme, in the orchestra pit, and their fi agi ance fiufcd the 

entire hall. 

It was surprising to notice the self-possession of the pupils 
when appearing before such a large audience, but such teachers as 
Mr. L. Conrath, Adelaide Kalkmann and Sig. G. Parisi, who were 
the final teachers of the graduates this year, understand how to 
inculcate perfect repose and impart complete finish to the perform- 
ance. The exercises were 
opened with the Quar- 
tette for two pianos 
(eight hands), "Jubel 
Overture" by Weber, 
performed by Miss Ida 
Neibert, Miss Elizabeth 
Pearce, Miss Nellie Hull 
and Mr. James Richard- 
son of Horse Cive, Ky. 
All four are graduates 
of the first degree and 
demonstrated that they 
had enjoyed the best in- 
struction, noticeable not 
only in the accuracy 
and technic of their 
playing, but also in the 
delicate touch and 
tasteful rendition. 

Miss Alma Wiegand, 
daughter of Mr. Henry 
Wiegand, played the 
first movement and la- 
ter Miss Lulu Stockho, 
daughter of Mr. Fred. 
Stockho, played the last 
movement of Mozart's 
Piano Concerto, in A. 
major, with String 
Quintette, Piano and 
Organ accompaniment. 
These young ladies 
played with artistic 

taste, wonderful expression, technic and finish, and were deservedly 
and loudly applauded. Miss Jennie Beardsley (the first graduate of 
the Vocal Department at this Conservatory) sang for the first num- 
ber Toiry's "Springtime," an Italian Aria, and later "Before the day 
break," by Nevin (English) "Der Nussbuim" by Schumann (in Ger- 
man) and "An Open Secret" by Woodman (in English). Her 
enunciation is distinct, the placeing of tone creditable and her voice 
is full, rich and clear, it demonstrated that she has received the 
best of voice culture, an enormous applause followed her tasteful 
rendition (all this work being done in three years and five months). 

Mendelssohn's Piano Concerto, in I), minor Op. 40, accompa- 
nied with String Quintette, Piano and Organ, was rendered by Miss 
Laura Kupferer in a finished manner. She has rare ability, and the 
applause Avas a genuine expression of approbation. 

Meverbeer's "Coronation March," duet for two piinos (four 
hands)' was performed by Miss Clara Bohle and Miss Hulda Borg- 
meier in a masterly style. These two charming ladies manifested 
wonderful expression, solid touch and technical effects, securing a 
great success for themselves. 

Miss Annie Geyer was received with tremendous applause by 
her charming appearance. She is a very studious and gifted young 
ladv of remarkable perseverance. She rendered Chopin's "Ballade" 
in G minor Op. 23, in an astonishing manner and manifested in this 
difficult and deep composition, real artistic claims as a pianist of 
exceptional ability and innate temperament. She receved the high- 
est award in June, 1899, but her powerful love for music encourages 
her still to continue her studies in the higher art. Since 1898 sne 
has taught with marked success at this Conservatory. 

Miss Annie Von der Ahe also was received with heartiest ap- 
plause by her appearance on the stage. She is the talented daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Von der Ahe and rendered "Tarantella" 
No. III. from Venezia e Napoli by Liszt, in an astonishingly master- 
ly style. Her technic, accuracy, wonderful touch and intelligent in- 
terpretation of this composition deserved great praise and enor- 
mous applause followed her tasteful rendition. She is a gifted pian- 
ist and has been a conscientious teacher at this Institution since 
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LtS9. She received the highest reward last June, but has decided to 
continue with her study. 

Mr. Hubert Baueisachs, a gifted young violinist, performed this 
difficult violin solo, "Russian Airs, " by Wieniawski, and later a cred- 
itable composition, "Berceus" by himself, and "Zigeuner Weisen" by 
taisisate, and won the commendation of the most critical for his 
excellent work. He is undoubtedly a soloist of exceptional gifts, and 
all violin artists who have heard him (as Mr. Remenyi, Jeanne 
J-ianko, etc.) declare that a bright future awaits him. He received 
the highest award from this school last June, but continues in his 
studies in the higher art— Violin, Piano, Harmony and Composition. 
Misses Geyer and Von der Ahe and Mr. Bauersachs received 
their entire musical education at this Conservatory. 

A selected string quintette, consisting of Sig. G. Parisi and Dr. 
P. Nemours (violin), V. Schopp (viola), P. G. Anton (cello), R. Buhl 

(bass), L. Conrath (pi- 
ano) and Fred Fischer 
(organ) ably supported 
tne piano concertos, 
wnich greatly enhanced 
the effect of the latter. 
At the conclusion of 
the musical prolamine 
Director Strassberger 
introduced Mr. Henry 
Studniczka, a valuable 
member of the Public 
S( hooi Board, who kind- 
ly favored Mr. Strass- 
berger and took the 
place of Rev. W. W. 
Boyd, D.D. (who could 
not appear on account 
of a sudden spell of 
prostration). Mr. Stud- 
niczka made a few ap- 
propriate remarks, re- 
garding the great suc- 
cess of the Conserva- 
tory, graduates, and es- 
specially the teachers, 
and thanked the im- 
mense audience for the 
great interest they took 
in the evening's pro- 
gram. Director Strass- 
berger presented the 
awards to the graduates 
as follows:
